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NOTHING “SACRED” 
THEM 

One reason why the monetary systen 
Canada is due for a complete overhaul, : 
get it as sure as sun-rise, is that blindne 
smitten those to whom has been entrusted the 
regulation and control of the national money 
supply. 

These money-controllers, who have also been 
accepted as the advisers of the nation on money 
matters, refuse to recognize that there ar 
limite beyond which even a good rule cannot 
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apply and cannot be made to apply. Thus they 
bave distorted the doctrine that a money con- 
tract is “sacred” until it no longer has sense 

It is being demanded that people do, as 
individuals and as taxpayers, what they cannot 
possibly do, and what even the pundits who 
repeat the doctrine must know they cannot do. 
Money contracts must be kept to the letter, be 
the consequences what they miay; so runs the 
edict issued in St. James street and echoed by 
the Edmonton Journal. It sounds authoritative, 
but it is only silly, because .} can’t be obeyed 
and can't be enforced. 

All contracts should be sacred, whether for 
e repayment of money, for wages, or for any 
other consideration. But to be treated as being 
sacred, a contract must first be sensible. It 
must be capable of being kept. It must be such 
that the man who is to pay will have no reason- 
able ground upon which to refuse to pay or to 
stop trying to pay. It must be such that he who 
borrowed will have to pay no more than he 
borrowed, and that he who lent can claim no 
more than he lent. 

The reason people sneer at the “sanctity” of 
noney contracts today is not that they do not 
believe contracts should be sacred, but because 
they know it is nothing bus hypecrisy to attach 
the term “sacred” to a contract that cannot be 
fulfilled, which says one shall pay and 
another receive two or three times what was 
borrowed and lent. Such contracts are not even 
honorable. They may be legally sound, but they 
are not morally defensible. They are in defiance 
of all pretence of justice and fairness. They are 
simply statute-permitted swindles. 

What the sneers mean is that this kind of 
money contract is recognized for the sham that 
it is. It will have to go. There will have to be 
suci regulation of money supply that in future 
money contracts can be sacred because being 
capable of being kept, and therefore entitled 
to respect.

For example, it began on Sep- 
tember 21st among the old Egyptians and Per- 
slans, and after 432 B.C, in Greece it was cele- 
brated on the 21st of June, while among the 
medieval peoples, March 25th was considered a 
good day for the beginning of 
the New Year. Our present 
date of January Ist was not 
accepted by most countries 
until the sixteenth century, 
and it began when the Roman 
Emperor, Numa, changed the 
beginning of the year from 
March to Janvary. He added 
at, the same time two more 
months to the ten already be- 
ing used, and ordered the first 
of the year to be called Janu- 
arjius in honor of Janus, the two-faced god who 
was supposed to be able to look backward and 
forward at the same time. Janus was supposed 
to be the special deity who presided over doors, 
and Numa thought he would be very suitable 
for properly opening of the New Year. 

While the date of New Year's Day has var- 
ied, nevertheless the spirit of the day has been 
much the same at all times and among all 
peoples for they all deemed it fitting to honor 
the day by wishing their friends a new year 
that would be both happy and healthful. As 
we now offer each other pleasant wishes it was 
once upon a time a custom to give gifts. The 
King of Sabins in 747 B.C. started the idea of 
the "New Year gift by giving sacred branches 
from the trees sacred to Strenia, the Goddess of 
Strength, and his subjects also brought him 
these branches as tokens of good luck for the 
ensuing year. As history advanced, these gifts 
became more elaborate. Among the Saxons, a 
proper offering was a fat capon. Another pre- 
sent was an orange stuck with cloves for hang- 
ing in the wine vessel. At this time it was 
quite correct to give cloves for they were very 
expensive and held to be distinguished presents. 

t is interesting that in Paris the custom still 
prevails of giving presents on New Year's Day, 
although most countries have switched this 
custom over to Christmas and have left only 
good wishes for New Year's presents. 

The most significant thing about modern 
New Year's Day is the popular custom of mak- 
ing good resolutions, Most people fee] that this 
is a splendid time to turn over a new leaf, for 
they look forward to the new year as a time 
when opportunity is going to knock anew; they 
feel that the time to try again has come. The 
whole idea of New Year is that we make an 
inventory of our old habits and resolve to better 
them. The feeling that a new year is stretching

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Arthur I. inquires: “I notice 
that you prescribe the fruit juice fast for many 
different disorders and I was wondering why 
different diseases would take the same fasting 
treatment.” 

ANSWER: When a diseased condition is 
present the main thing to do is to take away 
those foods which have been used regularly, 
otten in too large a quantity, and which have 
been interfering with health. Most disorders 
ure due to over-eating and the best results are 
accomplished when the patient stops eating for 
a few days. I permit him to take fruit juice 
regularly but he is to avoid the three regular 
meals, This gives the body a chance to elimin- 
ate accumulated impurities far faster than when 
food is eaten as all of the energy is used in 
elimination and the energy formerly used in 
digestion is available to speed up the throwing 
out of toxic or poisonous material. The fruit 
juices I recommend are orange juice, grape- 
fruit juice, unsweetened canned pineapple juice 
and canned tomato juice.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, January 2, in 1889, | 
Hon. Joseph W. Trutch, of Brit- | 
ish Columbia, was knighted. In- 
asmuch as he had retired from 
public life in 1876 one wonders 
why the recognition was so long 
delayed. Mr, Trutch certainly | 
deserved his title, for he had | 
been a prominent figure on the | 
Pacific coast for many years and 
one of the real pioneers of Brit- | 
ish Columbia. 

Born at Ashcott, Somersetshire 
in 1826 he became a civil engineer 
and began the practice of his | 
profession in England, but in 1849

of the thousands who sailed from 
the home land for the gold fields. 
He dofs not seer to have “struck 
it rich’ as a miner, but he soon 
won « high reputation as an en- | 
gineer, for when the colony of | 
British Columbia was formed he | 
came north and took service un- 
der the new government. He 
was responsible jor building the 
celebrated Yale-Cariboo road and 
also for the first bridge across 
the Fraser river. He must have 
transferred to Vancouver Island 
early in the 60's*for he was a '

member of the legislature of 
Vancouver Island in 1862 and 
continued to represent Victoria 
district in the union legislature, 
1867-71. 

The head of the delegation 
which went to Ottawa in 1870 to 
arrange the terms upon which 
British Columbia would be ad- 
mitted to the Dominion, he was 
the first lieutenant governor of 
the province, 1870-76. In that cap- 
acity he was of considerable value 
to Sir John A. Macdonald, among 
other things arranging for the 
election of Sir Francis Hincks for 
Victoria in 1672 after his defeat 
in Brant. 

When the German Emperor 
awarded San Juan Island to the 
United States and so deprived 
British Columbia of an important 
vantage point, Governor Trutch 
protested vigorously to Ottawa 
and urged that the award should 
not be accepted but Sir John was 
not taking the risk of war with 
the United States. 

Sir Joseph earned his title even 
if he had to wait thirteen years 
for it. He died in England 
March 4, 1904.

And she's never 
even used a curling her 
hair. Constance has naturally rather 
straight hair. But when she desires 
ringlets, she uses a safer method of 
procuring than the curling 
iron way. 

If you desire ringlet ends, 
do what many ill-advised or 
damsels do. Don't grab the old curl- 
ing iron and bake your hair ends 
into ringlets. Because the probabil- 
ity is that kinkiness, rather than 
ringlet ends, will result. And you 
may end with burnt or split ends 
into the bargain. 

To burn those hair ends up into 
ringlets, I know of nothing better 
that the average amateur can 
than the old-fashioned kid curlers 
that were so commonly 
in granny’s heyday. These kid curl- 
ers come in varying sizes, and can 
be purchased in most department 
stores 

To use these curlers properly, first 
brush your hair vigorousiy with a 
flexible-bristled brush, Then sepa

rate the hair ends into rather small | 
strands, and moisten each of them} 
with a bit of water or waving fluid. | 


Next, take one strand at a time and 
place 
the extreme end of it. 
get it right at the end, else kinki- 
ness may result. Then carefully 
twist the curler around so that the 
hair winds smoothly about it. When 
the desired length of hair has been 
curled, fasten the curler, so that it 
will remain securely in place Re- 
peat this process with the remain- 
ing strands, making as many curls 
as you desire. 

These curlers should be permitted 
to remain in the hair for two or 
three hours, at least, although this 
varies with the texture and con- 
dition of the hair, The hair must be 
allowed to dry thoroughly, in any 
case. And when the curlers are then 
removed, the strands should be 
combed around the index finger, 
s0 that the ringlet formation is re- 
tained

Recovery Largely Due to! 
Commercial Pacts With 
United Kingdom

Canada, al! things sonsidered, has 
made remarkable progress during | 
1934. Recovery from the great de-| 
pression has been steadily going on 
and the Dominion enters upon the 
new year with brighter prospects 
fhan in any other year since the} 
depression commenced. The recov- 
ery that has taken place has been 
very largely due to the influence 
of the Ottawa agreements, provid- 
ing us with preferential markets in|

world as well es in the other Dom- | 
inions. The United Kingdom itself 
has experienced a_— substaitial 
measure of prosperity and its of- 
ficial index number of industrial 
production stands in the third | 
quarter of 1934 at 105.3 per cent of | 
the 1924 level as compared with 
96.8 per cent in the corresponding 
period of 1933. 

British imports in the first ten 
months of 1934 amounted to £605,- 
393,000 as compared with £549,218,- 
000 in the same period of 1933 and 
British exports of domestic pro- 
ducts to £325,756,000 as compared 
with £302,527,000. Again, these | 
ports are coming more and more! 
largely from the countries of the 
British Empire and the exports are! 
going.more and more largely to the} 
Dominions and the colonies. Thus 
the sentimental bonds that unite! 
the Empire are being more and 
more reinforced by the economic 
bonds of intra-Empire trade. 

As for Canadian trade, the total 
exports of Canadian merchandise in | 
the latest twelve-month period end- | 
ed October, 1934, were $638,226,000 | 
as compared with $508,996,000 ia its 
predecessor, an increase of $129,- 
£30,000 or about 25% per cent. Ex- 
ports of the products of the farm, 
the fisheries, the forests and the 
mines all showed increases. 


BULLION EXPORTS 

Again, exports of coin and bullion 
not included with merchandise ex- 
ports also scored a remarkable ad- 
vance, due in the main to the higher 
prices secured for our newly mined 
gold. They were $84,981,000 in the 
twelve months ended October, 1934, 
as compared with $58,460,000 in the’ 
sarne period of 1933. 

When merchandise exports and 
bullion exports, which are practi- 
cally all the new product of our 
yold mines, are taken together, the 
grand total exports of Canada in 
this latest twelve-month period had 
a value of $730,928,000 as compared 
with $580,512,000 in the preceding 
twelve-month period, an increase of 
over $150 000,000. 

Imports, tom, have increased in 
this Jatest twelve-month period end. 
ed October, reaching $£93,557,000 
as compared with $388 865,000 in 
the preceding period, an increase of 
$114,692,000 or more than 29 per 
cent, with the incidental result of 
increasing our gross customs rey-+ 
enue by nearly $13,000,000. Particu- 
larly notable among the imports 
was an increase of 55 per cent in the 
imports of iron and its products, in- 
dicative of rising industrial activity 

The growth of our external trade 
is, of course, based upon the ex- 
pansion of our productive activities. 
Accordingly a brief reference may 
now be made to the different lines 
of production and general business 
in 1934, 

Agriculture — The preliminary 
estimate of the value of Canadian 
field crops is placed at the rela- 
tively high figure of $536,498,600 
being nearly $113,000,000 oy 27 per | 
cent above the 1933 valuation and 
considerably the highest figure in 
the last four years, Farmers in 
nearly all the provinces of Canada 
are sharing im these increased 
values. The prevailing live stock 
prices have been slightly above 
those for 1933, with the United 
Kingdom an important outlet for 
bacon and live cattle in particular. 
Dairying has also been a relatively 
profitable farm operation during 
most of 1934; the production of 
cheese has declined, but there have 
been increases in creamery butter 
and other dairy factory products. 
Prices of both eggs and dressed | 
poultry have been above the 1933 | 
Jevels, Generally speaking, the 
prices received by farmers for their 
products have risen more than 
those of the commodities which 
they buy, while debt adjustments 
and lower rates of interest have 
alleviated the farmers’ position in 
1934 and are expected to continue 
in 1935, . 

Forestry—The forestry industries 
of Canada have achieved remark- 
able progress in the latest year, es- 
pecially in recent months. Exports 
of planks and boards were 4) per 
cent higher in the first ten months 
of 1934 than in the same period of 
1933, Similarly, newsprint produce 
tion has risen from 1,834,000 tons in 
the first eleven months of 1933, to 
°.388,000 tons in the same period of 
1934, an increase of 28 per cent. |

The Proof of 


Canada’s Progress 


SOME FACTS 
AND FIGURES 


1 Though ranking’but twenty-cighth in point 
of population, Canada has consolidated her 
position as fifth among the great exporting 
nationsof the world. For the firstcleven months 
of 1934— as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1933—the total merchandise trade 
of Canada increased in value by $221,000,000, 
or 26 per cent. 
Q During the same period, the merchandise 
exports of Canada increased by $111,000,000, 
as compared with 1933, and imports by 
$109,000,000, whilst the balance of trade in 
1934 (eleven months) was favourable to the 
extent of $124,000,000, a gain of $4,000,000 over 
1933. This ia exclusive of a net balance of 
#83.000,000 of exports of bullion, nearly all 
newly-mined Canadian gold. 
3 In the first ten months of 1934, Canadian 
exports to forcign countries increased by 
$29,000,000, over the similar period of 1933, and 
Canadian exports to Empire countries in- 
creased by $78,000,000. 
4 Manufacturing output in 1934 shows a big 
gain both in volume and value over 1933. 
The index of industrial production showed a 
gain of 19 per cent for the ten-month period 
ending October 31, 1934 over the correspond- 
ing months of 1933. Output of pig iron and 
stcel more than doubled; newsprint output 
registered a gain of 29 per cent; construction 
increased by neasly 40 per cent; output of cars 
and trucks by 86 per cent; tires by 34 per cent; 
consumption of electrical power reached a new 
high point in the history of the industry; and 
gains were recorded in almost every important 
branch of productive activity. 


5 The volume of mineral production reached 
a new high peak in 1934, with a gain over 
1933 of nearly 20 per cent. In 1932, Canada’s 
mineral output was valued at $191,000,000; in 
1933 at $221,000,000; while in 1934 it will exceed 
$260,000,000. Coal produced in Canada during 
1934 shows an increase of nearly 20 per cent 
over 1933. 

Lumber exports in 1934 show tremendous 

increases, a gain of 90 per cent being 
registered over 1933, Under the Empire trade 
agreements, exports to British countries have 
increased from 342,000,000 feet in 1932 to 
633,000,000 feet in 1933, and to possibly 
1,000,000,000 feet in 1934. (The exports for the 
first ten month of the year show a total of 
892,000,000 feet), Exports to foreign countries, 
other than the United States, have also in- 
creased. The pulp and paper industry has re- 
sumed, in 1934, production on almost a normal 
ecale, which, in itself, has provided employ- 
ment for thousands of additional men in the 
woods and in the mills, The production of 
newaprint during the first ten months of the 
sear exceeded that of any previous year, ex- 
cepting 1929. The total value of pulp and paper 
ezsports during 1934 is expected to show an 
increase of $14,000,000 over 1933, 


7 The estimated value of the field crops of 
Canada for 1934 is the highest since 1930, 
and exceeds the 1933 value by $113,000,000. The 
high quality of the Dominion field crops and 
livestock has again been notably demonstrated 
at the recent Chicago International Exhibition, 
when Canadian exhibitors won 17 champion- 
ships and 32 first prizes. The grand champion- 
ship for Hard Red Spring Wheat —the major 
award for wheat entries—was again won by 
the Dominion, 
8 During the year 1934, Canada aas not ex- 
perienced a single major industrial dis- 
turbance —an impressive indication of the 
national stability of the Dominion's industrial 
life, Employment, one of the most vital indices 
of a country’s economic position, showed a 
gain of 15.9 per cent during 1934. Compared 
with a year ago, 97,191 employees have been 
added to the pay-rolls of the firms reporting, 
whose numbers have increased by some 500. 


9 As a basic indication of industrial and 
agricultural activity, freight movement in 
1934 registered «a considerably higher level than 
in 1933, Car loadings showed a gain, for the 
firet ten months of 1934, of 16 per cent as 
compared with a similar period of 1933, nine 
of the eleven commodity groups showing in- 
creases, 
10 Total ordinary revenue for the Dominion 
in the first eight months of 1934 (fiscal 
year) amousted to $245,062,540 as against a 
total of $216,902,271 for the corresponding 
period of 1933—an Increase of $28,160,269. For 
this same period, there is a surplus of ordinary 
revenue over ordinary expenditure of $1,604,449, 
11 Groes postage collections iu the first ten 
months of 1934, amounted to $1,215,560 
more than in the corresponding period of 1933; 
this ie indicative of increasing busiuces. 


S THE YEAR 1934 passes into history, Canada can look back upon a period 

of unimpaired progress so definitely sustained that it has brought us to 

the pathway that leads to a sound, sensible, and stable prosperity. The 
advance that we, as a country, have made during the past year has demonstrated 
anew the inherent strength and stability of the Dominion. We have seen the 
faith to which we held so firmly in the darker days abundantly fulfilled—the 
confidence to which we clung in gloomier years triumphantly vindicated. With 
clearer skies above us, and with firmer ground beneath our feet, we have advanced 
with unimpeded progress along the road of national reconstruction and economic 
recuperation. It is at once a tribute and a testimony to the courage of the 
Canadian people that, to-day, Canada marches in the vanguard of the nations 


in their pilgrimage toward prosperity. 


Throughout the past year, the pulse of our business life has grown stronger 
day by day. Canadian industry, through all its multitudinous channels, has felt 
the urge of a resurgent activity. The process of production has been steadily 
accelerated to meet an intensified demand for Canadian commodities, and, 
throughout the Dominion, our manufacturing plants have experienced a sustained 
activity that often challenged their capacity. Our international trade, so vital to 
the economic welfare of the nation, has seen an almost spectacular increase in 
volume and in value, and the trade agreements which have been effected between 
Canada and @her parts of the Empire, as well as with twenty-five other nations 
throughout the world, have opened up new avenues of distribution, with ever- 
widening potentialities of business, for the products of Canadian farms, forests, 
and fisheries, mines and manufactories. And it is a significant fact—as well as 
a symbol of our progress—that employment in Canada has reached, to-day, a 


higher level than that of any month since the upward trend began. 


Encouraged by the progress we have made, cheered by the brighter days 
we now encounter, sustained by the courage and the confidence which upheld 
us through the darker years, we can face, unafraid, the problems of the future. 
As a united people — yst each in his own place and endeavor—let us advance 
together to further heights of national achievement. Thus shall the great destiny 
of Canada be fulfilled, and all her people find happiness in the days to be.

These Commissioners, who devote their 
entire time to the furtherance of 
Canada’ sindustrial interests abroad, are 
selected by examinetion from Canadian 
university graduates, and specially 
trained to undertake the work they have 
to do as Canada’s trade representatives 
abroad, Their duties are to increase the 
export trade of Canada; to link up the 
Canadian exporter with the foreign im- 
porters to study conditions and needs 
of the territories where they are located; 
to make direct enquiries or conduct pre- 
liminary surveys regarding the potential 
market for any product, reporting the 
exact kinds of goods wanted, competi- 
tion to be met, and the best methods of 
packing, shipping and billing. Their 
services are always at the disposal of 
firms and individuals interested in 
Canada’s trade expansion. 


All trade developments the world over 
are being constantly reported by these 
Commissioners to the Commercial tn- 
telligence Section of the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, This in 
formation is always available, and ene 
quiries from Canadian manufacturers, 
and others interested, on any phase of 


export trade are welcomed, 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
which operates under the Department 
of Trade and Commerce, supplies an 
analytical survey of statistics which 
forms the background of practically all 
industrial enterprise in Canada, The 
Bureau maintains this continuous 
analysis of facts and figures, constantly 
up to date, its numerous publications 
covering every important phase of the 
Dominion’s growth or development, 
week by weck, month by month, year by 
year. Its “Monthly Review of Business 
Statistics” is a particularly valuable 
analysis from the business man’s stand- 
point, The Canada Year Book, which is 
published by the Bureau, is possibly the 
most valuable compendium of informa- 
tion on the business of Canada, viewed 
from every possible standpoint, that 
cun be obtained; it is the text book of 
Canadian economic progress. 


Other activities of the Department of 
Trade and Commerce include: the cone 
stant study of world tariffs and theig 
application to Canadian trade; the in- 
spection of gas and electrical appliances;
